CLEAR, THOUGH TIME MAY BE REQUIRED RESOLVE REMAINING

TERRITORY." COMMENTARY DECLARED, "WE NEVER INVADE 
AND OCCUPY OTHER PEOPLE'S TERRITORY, AND WE ALLOW 
NOBODY, UNDER WHATEVER EXCUSES, TO INVADE AND OCCUPY 
OUR TERRITORY" (REUTER PEKING). 

AP (TOKYO) OBSERVES PRC, "INDICATING THE LINE IT WILL 
TAKE" WHEN PRES FORD ARRIVES, SAID MONDAY THAT 
DETENTE IN KREMLIN TERMS MEANS "OTHERS SHOULD HAND

THESE "HIT HARD" IN NCNA NEWS COMMENTARY, WHICH SAID

US POSITION HAS WEAKENED (PHINQ, SUN). MEANWHILE,

PROBABLY LED BY TENG-ON DEC 2, 3, AND 4; ALSO PLANNED 
FOR PRES ARE TWO STATE DINNERS, VISIT TO SUMMER PALACE 
AND TEMPLE OF HEAVEN AND CULTURAL SHOW AND GYMNASTICS 
EXHIBITION (PHINQ). 

FIRST NATIONAL BANK OF CHICAGO ANNOUNCED MONDAY IT HAS
